Wily iBezperienced Feeders Are Responsi- 


ble for Stock Diseases. 


Feeding animals has been aptly com- 


pared to the supply of fuel to a steam 
boiler. In both cases there is a similar 
chemical 
action involved. 
Organic 


substance is consumed and heat K pro- 
duced, and the heat is developed into 
motion. In both cases the food and 
the fuel and the waste of them pass 
through channels which are liable to 
obstruction, in which case the machin- 
ery becomes disarranged, disabled and 
possibly rendered useless. Digestion 
of food and combustion of fuel when 
imperfect produce very similar results, 
and it might be useful if the feeder of 
live stock would study the ordinary 
principles of combustion as introduc- 
tory to an investigation into the science 
of feeding, 


As the inexpert feeder is apt to over- 


feed, whether he is fading an animal 
or a furnace, it may be interesting to 
follow up the analogy for the purpose 
of illustrating in a familiar manner 
through the well known results of the 
one error the more complicated and 
less known effects of the other. Let 
us suppose an engineer feeds his fur- 
nace with an excess of coal. The fire 
is overwhelmed, choked and almost e\- 
tinguished, while dense smoke pours 
from the chimney and chokes it with 
soot. If he uses resin or oil in place 
of the coal the flues become red hot, 
the smokestack pours out flame and 
tire, and an explosion is very apt to 
destroy every thing. 


We need not pursue the analogy 
fur- 


ther; these two cases supply sufficient 
material for our present purpose. The 
feeder of stock may crowd his animals 
with food, gorge the stomach and cram 
the bowels with undigested matter. 
Than the entire digestive apparatus is 
choked up; 
the vital force is para- 


lyzed; the liver is overflowed with bile, 
and the black blood, overloaded with 
the unconsumed carbon, passes thick 
and sluggishly through the veins. The 
infinitely line capillary vessels are 
clogged; the black, thick blood collects 
in masses and forms the black patches 
so well known as the signs of the fatal 
black leg or blood murrain of the stock- 
men ana the anthorax fever of the bur- 
geon and the animal's life is smothered 
out and it perishes from an overload ol 
food which gan not be disposed of. 
Again, the swine feeder, in the attempt 
to force a rapid growth of fat, crowds 
the corn into his herd. ThibLighlj oar- 
bonaceousfood 11 units outthrough evf ry 
channel of the digestive apparatus, 
the blood is violently heated, mj riada 
of inflammatory germs lill the veina 
and arteries, the skin is red hot, so to 
speak, and the crimson and puiple 
patches on it denote the enormous ac- 
cession of heat that disturbs the vital 
functions. The bowels pour out the 111- 
tlamed fluids and the most intense fevei 
burns in the whole alimentary canal. 
Every swine Iteder will recognize in 
this plain description the symptoms ol 
the common hog cholera, the intestinal 
fever of swine which is caused by ex- 
cess of inflammatory 
carbonaceous 


food. Morover, as the intense combus- 
tion produced by inflammable fuel in- 
flames adjacent matter, so the inflamma- 
tory matter escapingfrom the«e fevered 
animals from the bowels, lungs and 
skin communicates the tever to other 
animals by contagion, and the disease 
spreads all the more rapidlj because ol 
the favorably inflammatory condition 
of adjacent herds. As a conflagration 
fanned by a tornado leaps from house to 
house and over wide spaces, so the 
fever spreads from herd to herd and 
covers whole States in a few weeks. 


In much the same way other disease 


which prevail extensively are caused 
by fault" in feeding and disordeied 
alimentation. Horses are exceedingly 
subject to these ailments, because their 
food consists largely of highly nutri- 
tious grains, an excess of which loads 
the biood with impure matter, which 
the excretory organs can not remove 
from it, and which produces various 
inflammatory 
disorders. 
The very 


common disease known as azorturia, 
which consists of the presence in the 
blood of unoxidized nitrogenous or 
azotic matter, is thus produced. Pus- 
tules appear in the skin; the limbs 
swell; the belly and other parts of the 
body becomes tumid; nature in every 
way tries to get rid of the ofl'ensive ex- 
cess, but usually without avail, and the 
disease eventuates in the deadly glan- 
ders, which slowly but surely kills the 
animals and threatens the safety ol 
their owners. These facts are all-per- 
vading. Not a corner of this broad con- 
tinent is free from their presence. The 
evil grows fast and is rapidly becoming 
a monstrous one. It disturbs the gen- 
eral prosperity and produces national 
disturbances and ill feelings. It re- 
duces the national wealth by one hun- 
dred million dollars at least every 
year, and it is a standing menace 
to the public health. 
Surely far- 


mers and stockmen, who are the 
most 
interested in this important 


matter, should make a eareful study of 
it with a view to the prevention of the 
enormous evil which grows out of it.— 
Henry Stewart, in N. Y. Times.

Electric Lights for Carriages. 


The success of the incandescent 


electric lamp for private carriages in 
Paris, as a substitute for candles and 
oil lamps, is pronounced complete. 
Not only the regular side lamps are in- 
cluded in this plan, but the interior ol 
the vehicle in illuminated by a lamp 
sufficiently powerful to read by, and 
in some instances a similar lamp ia 
placed, for a novelty, on the head of 
the horse. The lamps are connected 
by wires with with small accumulators 
placed under the driver's seat; they are 
small in size, being only about eight 
inches square and four inches high, 
each of such accumulators being able to 
supply a lamp of five-candle power for 
the space of some six hours. During 
the day they are moved and charged 
with electricity from s dynamo ma- 
chine or otherwise, and at night they 
are ready for use.—Argonaut.

State Commerce bill, as amended and 
passed by the Senate yesterday, provides 
for a commission ol five persons, to be 
appointed by the President, by and with 
tbe advice and consent oi tbe Senate, to 
carry out the purposes of the bill. Each 
commissioner Is to have a sultiry of 87,- 
fiOO a year, und a secretary, to be appoint- 
ed by the commission, is to bave a salary 
of 83,500 a year 
The principal office of 


tlic commission is to bt at Washington, 
while general sessions may be held else- 
where to suit public convenience, in 
which the necessary expenses incurred 
arc to be paid (from the Treasury 
The 


HI-HI commissioners appointed shall hold 
olllu> for a term of two, three, four, 
five 
and

respectively,

designated by the President; their succes- 
sors, however, hold for six years each. 
Not more than three of the five shall be 
appointed from the same political party. 
All persons holding stock or bonds of 
any common carrier, or holding official 
relations to such corporations, are de-

commissioners must not engage In anv 
other buslnesH. The commission Is given 
authority to Inqnlre into the business and 
management of all common carriers sub- 
ject to the provisions of the bill, and to 
obtain full and complete Information as 
to such business, may require the at- 
tendance and testimony of witnesses, and 
the production of all books, papers, 
agreements, tarifts and documents relat- 
ing to anv matter under Investigation, and 
nmy to that end Invoke the aid of the 
United States Courts. Persons having 
complaints to make against any common 
currier (of Inter-State commerce) shall 
make complulnt in writing to the com- 
mission. The commission shall send the 
complaint to the common carrier and re 
quire elther|satisfaction of the complaint 
or answer In writing within a reasonable 
time specified. 
If reparation Is not 


made within the time stated, the commis- 
sion shall investigate the complaint. The 
commission shall also 
investigate all 


complaints forwarded to it by State com- 
missions, and may institute inquiries on 
Its own motion. Complaints shall not be 
dismissed because of absence of direct 
damage to comnlamant. 


Reports of the commission shall be In 


•writing and shall Include the findings in 
fact-on which based, and u recommenda- 
tion as to what reputation. If any, should 
be made by common can id's to the in- 
jured party, and such findings shall be 
deemed pilina facie evidence1 in all ju- 
dicial proceedings. 


Whenever any common carrier shall 


refuse to obey any lawful order of trie 
commission, it is made the duty of the 
commission to apply to the United States 
Circuit Court sitting in equity, alleging 
violation; und the Court shall hear and 
determine the matter on short notice and 
without the formal proceedings of ordi- 
nary suits, but so as to do justice, und the 
Court may in proper cases Issue writs of 
injunction or other process, mandatory

PiTTSBUROHjPa ,May 12.—The tornado 


which struck this section hast night was 
very destructive 
In the morning a light 


ram fell, and in the evening a fierce guet 
of wind came up, lasting for more tban a 
minute, and then passed ovar 
Shortly 


after this a strange noise was heard, 
some describing it as the rumbling of a 
freight tiam over a bridge, and others as 
the rusliing of a vast body of water or 
the sound emitted from a gas well 
At 


tiie same time those who were looking 
up observed u strange looking cloud, 
fnnnel-slmped, rising from the north and 
rushing onward witu tremendous 
fnry, 


uprooting trees and leveling every thint; 
in its track. The cloud suddenly veered 
in u westerly direction, and struck the 
Kisklmmetas River just below Baird's 
Hill, sending the water in a solid column 
to a height of nearly one bundled feet 
It again changed its course, and traveling 
northeasterly, with the speed of lightning 
it struck the water at different points, 
lashing it into spray until the view was 
as completely obstructed as if it had 
been dust Instead ot water. 


The cloud struck the Castletown bridge, 


and tne structure was lifted from the 
piers, twisted Into a shapeless mass of 
Iron, and deposited in the-street below. 


Another change in the course occurred, 


and passing over Coketown, doing some 
little damage it went eastward in the di- 
rection of Bolivar 


The storm traveled in a circuitous 


route and seemed to rise and fall and 
bound from place to place like a rubber 
ball 
For some distance it seemed to fol- 


low the course of the Kiskimiuetds and 
Conemaugh rivers 
Near Bltuisville it 


seeineu to take the course of Stony Run, 
and then return to the river- in time to 
catch the Coketown bridge. 


From this point it took an easterly di- 


rection and struck the Conemaugh river 
near Johnstown, where it caused tlie 
wreck of a train, which resulted in the 
death of four men 
At this point the 


lailroad tracks are all along the moun- 
tain's side, and the Conemaugh river 
runs below. Cars o% the siding were 
moved several yards, far enough to ob- 
struct the mam tiack. A heavy freight 
tiam west-bound, composed of some 
twenty-five cars, running at a speed of 
about twenty-eight miles an hour, crashed 
into the cars that obtttiucted the track so 
suddenly tlut the engineer scarcely had 
time to reverse his engine 
The shock 


was so terrific that it 
seemed 
to 


almost shake the mountain side, and was 
lieaid above the toar of the storm miles 
away. The engine was a heavy Modoc 
used on the mountain grade, and in the 
cab were the conductor, Engineer Mowry 
and Fireman Myeis, who were killed 
brakaman named Kelly was crushed be-

Seventeen freight cars 


were plied on top of each other ie great

art of the city unite in pronouncing tbe 
laughter houses a nuisance. Property 
wners cannot rent their houses and one 
itizen has already sold his residence in 
hat section to seek a new location be- 
ause of the rank smells. Sometimes the 
mells are so bad that people get np o' 
ights to etnff south windows so they can 
leep iu comfort. On one or more ocoa- 
ione Orlando Powers has been compelled 
o do this. One man at work at tbe oeme- 
ery for two weeks threw up his job be- 
ause of tbe stench, said everything he 
ad eaten for two weeks refused to re- 


main on bis stomach. Another and more 
triking instance of tbe effect of the 
tench is cited. A man who lately lost 
is wife went to the cemetery to pick out 
large lot in the new part of the grounds, 
ust south of the cemetery entrance, lie 
was well pleased with the location and 
was about to give the word to have the 


eed made ont, when the stench from tbe 
entering matter in the branch below the 
iluff was wafted to uis nostrils, and be 
omited then and there. The man re- 
used to buy tbe lot and got one as far 
rom the slaughter houses as possible.

WASHINGTON, May 10 —I had a chat -with 


Judge Kel ey to-night regarding some of the 
changes which have taken place in congress 
since be first entered it away back at tbe be- 
ginning of tbe war 
Judge Kelley said 
"I 


think the general behavior of congressmen is 
better now than it was then. There Is more 
courtesy among the members They are bet 
ter dressed and there is less intempeiance 
When I first came to congress there was 
scarcely a committee room which had not a 
full supply of liquors. In the office of the 
clerk of the bouse there was an abundant 
supply of whisky, and many of tlie members 
made a practice of going there for hquoi 
The liquors in the restaurants of the 
basement 
were more open than 
they 


are 
now 
A regular bar 
was kept 


and no such name as cold tea 
was 


used for whisky straight 
Tbere was more 


intemperance upon the floor and the drink 
mg about the clerk's office became so common 
that John W Forney, when he wanted to be 
secretary of the senate, had to make a pledge 
to Vice-Pi esident Wilson and Charles Sum 
ner that no liquors would be kept in the 
office of the secretary of the senate before 
they would vote for him 
Mr Forney told 


me he was very glad to do this as it relieved 
him of great expense and much annoyance 
He was a good hearted fellow, and be kept 
up the custom in his office of clerk of the 
house because at that time he could not very 
well do otherwise. It must have cost htui a 
large part of his salary " 


"It is said that oratory in coiigress is on 


the decline!" 


"I think that is true," replied Judge Kolley 


"the business of congress has changed in late 
years and it is uow done by the consultation 
of, leading members of congress, by a com 
mittee and by caucus. Speeches do not have 
much Influence upon legislation now, and 
this influence seems to grow less from year 
to year 
The size of the house of repre 


bentatives has largely increased since I came 
to congress 
When I entered it it was on 


the Lasts of the census of 18.W, and the house 
was further reduced, there being no ulem 
bers here f i oin tbe southern states. 1 don't 
suppose fne house of representatives will 
ever contain a less number of men than it 
does now Members will not consent to 
have their own districts cut oil, but it cer 
talnly should not be larger 
The ratio of 


apportionment should be increased so as to 
keep it where it is. It is already an un 
wieldly body, and it was due to the increase 
of the size ot the house that it was possible 
to pass a rule giving all legislative power to 
one committee 
As to the lobby of to day I 


don't think it is so numerous or so powerful 
as it was iu the past, and on the whole I 
think that congress is growing better as the 
world grows older 


An army friend of Gen Logan tells me 


that Logan speaks Spanish like a native, and 
that he is a good Latin scholar 
' I was in 


the army with him,' said he, "and was much 
about his headquarters 
He Is by no means 


»poorly educaU man. He is fond of the 
classics, and often quotes from Ccesar or 
Virgl In early days he was somewhat pro- 
fane and he could vomit forth upon occa 
sion a set of epithets that would swear the 
twist out of a corkscrew 
He is now a 


Christian and an humble one, and if he does 
get off a word in his excitement which be- 
gins with a big D it is a slip of tbe tongue 
and he ii sorry for it afterward. He swears 
on such occasion as the vulgar swear 
Their 


profanity comes from a paucity of meta- 
phor and adjective. They have not the 
Anglo-Saxon at the moment to express their 
feeling, and profanity supplies their want 
Logan ii a very brave man. I remember 
once being in a party with him m which a 
person said he should think an unconverted 
man would fear to go forth to battle, where- 
upon Logan replied 
'The man who is afraid 


to go to h 
when his duty demands it b a 


coward!' Logan Is a good story teller and a 
good fellow 
He improves upon acquaint- 


ance, and he ha* • great deal more brains 
than many people give hint credit for " 


"Stephen A. Douglas might have had the 


Democratic nomination for the presidency in 
1890 over James Buchanan," so said Mr 
Charles P Button, tbe confidential friend 
and relative of Mr Douglas, to me not long 
ago 
' I was at the Cincinnati convention 


which nominated Buchanan, and I held in my 
pocket a letter from Douglas which I was to 
give to tbe convention withdrawing the 
name of Mr Dongtai in favor of Buchanan 
if at any time it should seem to be for the 
bust Interest of the party that he should be 
nominated 
I found at Cincinnati tbat the 


sentiment was generally in favor of Douglas 
though his following was not organized and 
it had rt* been worked up by wire pulhmr 
and other political methods. Tbe support 
oT Buchanan was of a different nature, wd 
the men who Were pushing him did every 
thhttheycould&Bain votes. Iremember 
I was stopping at tbe Burnett house, where 
also were Is&iah Rynder. and others of tbe 
Buchanan leader*. *ht "

Now you are for 


Douglas. 
But Douglas ia young and can 


wait. This is the last chance 'Old Buck' can 
hope to have. Don't throw Mm over' Join 
with us and nominate him, and four yean

The morning of the nomination a letter 


was put into my bands from Douglas in- 
structing me to read it to the convention 
after the first ballot. It was that letter 
which secured Buchanan's nomination The 
first ballofgave him a bare majority of the 
votes cast, and he had to have two-thirds. 
With Douglas m the field he could never 
have been nominated and I am confident 
that the nomination of Stephen A Douglas 
would have been secured. 
Nevertheless 


Buchanan was hardly in the presidential 
chair before he began to plot against Doug- 
las. 
He t-ied to prevent his re-election to 


the senate and his secret agents wei e work 
mg against Douglas during that great sena 
tonal campaign against Lincoln 
The LID 


coin-Douglas senatorial campaign was a very 
expensive one It cost Douglas $911,000 and 
Lincoln spent about $40,000 


Tom Reed of Maine, tells me that the 


present session of congress will end without 
o>mg anything nlse but passing the appro- 
priation bills 
Said he 


"If the Democratic house intended to do 


anything we w ould be kept here far into the 
summer but it is easy to see that thev will 
do nothing 
They will talk and talk and 


then pass the appropriation bills and adjourn. 
The Republicans haVP given them a chance 
to make a Rood record. 
They have not 


clogged legislation by factious opposition as 
the Democrats always did when they were 
in the minority They have not ti led to pro- 
tiact the session and they will not The 
tariff bill will come up probably about the 
middle of May, and if any discussion is al 
lowed at all much time will be consumed 
and I do not see how we can adjourn before 
July 1 or for some time later " Mr Reed 
gays that the present congress is a fair a\er 
age representation of the people 
He thinks 


that congress is alwnys up to the people and 
when the people grow better congress will 
improve m the same proportion. 


Senator Manderson tells me that the high 


license law of Nebraska works very well 
The saloons pay a license of $1 000 apiece 
yearly and this money is tuined into the 
school fund. There are 160 saloons in Omaha, 
and they pay $160 000 every year towards 
the schools. Before this law was enacted 
tbere were a large number of groggeries and 
other saloons in Omaha. The law at once 
reduced the number to 80 and increased the 
saloon tax to $80 000 Omaha has grown 
very rapidly from 3* 000 in 1880 to 85 000 
and more now and the saloons have doubled 
with the population so that there are now 
160 Senator Manderson says Nebraska is 
growing like a green bay tree, and that its 
population and wealth is increasing in al!
